COME TO GRIEF.

ONE MORTALLY WOUNDED AND 
ANOTHER CAPTURED. 


HAD PREPARED A DEATH TRAP. 


Warned by a “Peach” a Sheriff's Posse 
Frustrates a Hold-Up on 
the B. & O. 


E. P. Garner, car acocuntant for the Wa- 
bash Railroad, with offices in East St. 
Louis, brought to this city Thursday morn- 
ing the details of the attemptgto wreck and 
rob a Baltimore & Ohio passenger train 
near Salem, Ill., Wednesday night. 

Mr. Garner jis a brother of A. C. Garner, 
ex-city marshal of Salem, who was Sheriff 
Barnes’ ablest lieutenant in tiivarting the 
wreckers’ plans. 

The three wreckere, two of whom were 
captured, are residents of Salem, said Mr. 
Garner, and were known about the village 
as hard characters. Abe Tweed, the rob- 
ber who was shot, was out on parole from 
the Chester Penitentiary. Thomas Schu- 
maker, the other man captured, is an ex- 
convict from the Indiana prison, by his 
own confession. 

These two men, the one who escaped, and 
a fourth banded together not long ago to 
do a general business in the criminal line. 
They were to deal in everything from petty 
larceny to train robbery. After thé@y had 
planned to hold up the New York Express 
on the B. & O., the men had a difference 
and the game broke up in a row. 

One of them told Sheriff Barnes, upon 
the Sheriff's promiee to protect him and 
not divulge his name, of the plan to wreck 
and loot the train, but said he did not 
know the date and place selected. He 
promised to find out and report’ these im- 
portant particulars and he kept h's word. 

Returning to his former pals he sald he 
Was sorry he had left them and begged (to 
be let in on the fat thing they were about 
to pull off. The rogues relented, took back 
into their fold the deserter, and then pro- 
ceeded to lay bare the plot. , 

The night New York express on the B. 
& O., they said, was the train likely to 
yield the best haul and the Shennafelt cul- 
vert, midway between Odin and Salem, was 
picked out as the best and safest spot; from 
a wrecker’s standpoint, though decidedly the 
most dangerous from a passenger’s way of 
looking at things. 

The railroad tracks over the Shennafelt 
culvert are nearly fifty feet high. Tall, 
thickly leaved trees grow up from the ho!- 
low, shading the trestle, and for a stretch of 
a quarter of a mile at each end of the 
trestle the forest is dense and dark enough 


‘for highway robbery in the day time, to say | 


nothing of midnight. operations. 


All day Wednesday the three men hauled | 


railroad ties to the trestle, About 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon the man who peached, 
who by some pretext was excused from the 


day’s work, reported the situation to Sheriff! 


Barnes. 

The Sheriff collected a posse of six men 
and installed ex-Marshal Garner as his as- 
sistant. The posse started from Salem in 
buggies soon after 6 o’clock and drove to 
Odin. There they left the buggies, and set 
out to go over every inch of the track be- 
tween Odin and Salem. 

At 10:30, or very near that hour, they 
came upon Shennafelt culvert. Sure enough 
just as the ‘‘peach"”’ had told them, there 
were three men whose forms were faintly 
outlined by the beams of the rising moon 
as they fell through the thick foliage. 

Almost in the center of the trestle was 
a high pile of ties thrown across the ex- 
press train’s track. The wreckers were 
gathered together on a side of the embank- 
ment ¢{n convenient position to jump aboard 
the sleeping-cars as soon as the train came 
to a stand still, 

Sheriff Burnes and h's posse got within 
thirty yards of the wreckers before they 
were discovered. When they saw they were 


caught the wieckers ran down the side of 


the embankment. 

The express train was now dué in about 
2 minutes. Send!ng back two of his men 
to flag the train, the Sheriff, Mr. Garner 
and two others, went after the fugitives. 

“Halt,”’ called out Mr. Barnes, and one 
of the wreckers, who turned out to be 
Shumaker, halted. 

The other two continued to run and Mr. 
Garner fired. A man who proved to be 
Tweed fell with a groan, and Garner sent 
two mor> bullets after his fleeing partner. 

Neither shot took eff€ct and the man es- 
caped. 

By this time the rumble of the approach- 
ing express was heard. As it neared the 
spot where death Was stationed only a few 
minutes before the engineer saw the warn- 
ing torches of the posse and came to a 
dead stop. The wounded man and the 
other prisoner were bundled into the bag- 
gage car to be taken to Salem for safe 
keeping. It was the work of but a few 
minutes to throw the pile of ties down the 
gides of the embankment and the train 
moved on with not one out of ten passen- 
gers aware that they had had such a nar- 
row escape. Those who did notice the halt 
of the train tn the woods did not know the 
wherefore and attributed it to a water tank 
er a poorly oiled part of the engine. 

But the engineer and fireman and con- 
ductor and those trainmen who did know 
the cause of the stop fairly held their breath 
in horror when they got a good look at the 
pile of ties and the distance over the tres- 
tle’s side. All agreed—and train crews are 
not given to overestimating such Matters— 
that if the locomotive trad ever hit that pile 
of t.es the engine and coaches directly be- 
hind would have been derailed and gone 
down the embangment. 

In all probability the other coaches would 
mMAVe gone with the front cars, the train 
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men declared, and such an accident could 
not have failed to entail great loss of life. 

The prisoners were taken to the Salem 
jail and locked up. They admitted that 
they intended to rob the train, but denied 
that they wished to derail the engine or to 
touch any of the money in the express car. 
They said they had designs only on the oc- 
cupants of the six or séven sleeping cars, 
and placed the ties on the tracks only to 
force thé engineer to come to a stop. Then 
they were to board the sleeprs, lock the 
conductors and porters in the toilet rooms 
and hold up the passengers. 

It is said that the train which left St. 
Louis about 9 o’clock Wednesday evening 
carried more than $100,000 in the express car. 
The robbers disclaimed any knowledge of 
this and stick to their original story of a 
purpose to deal solely with the passengers. 
To “the Peach” they can potnt as the man 
who prevented them becoming richer. The 
plan would have surely worked well but 
for the interference of the Sheriff, and the 
haul would have been a rich one. The 
sleeping cars were occupied to their capa- 
city, and the ocupants were of a jewelry- 
wearing and bill-carrying class, 

It was thought in Salem Thursday morn- 
ine that’ Tweed’s wound would result in 
death.

THE BAD ON 
THE POLIGE FORCE. 


GEN. LEWIS DECLARES HIMSELF 
WHOLLY OPPOSED TO IT. 


IS A MENACE TO PUBLIC SAFETY 


The State Legislature Will Teke a 
Hand If the Scheme Is 
Persisted In. 


Gen. James M. Lewis, Vice-President of 
the Police Board, called this morning at the 
Post-Dispatch office to say that his views 
were misrenorted in an interview in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch, which quoted him 
as approving of the proposed bill to reduce 
the salaries of the police force and in this 
manner to provide for an increase in the 
number of the force without an increase 
of the appropriations. Gen. Lewis said: 

“It is evident that In my brief interview 
with your reporter yesterday either he or 
I got two distinct things mixed up. I. did 
say that I approved, and, in fact, am on 
record as approving the bill for an increase 
of the police force. No one can familiarize 
himself with the duties of the St. Louis po- 
lice force and the wide extent of territory 
it ha: to cover and protect without being 
convinced that a considerable increagp of 
the force is absolutely necessary to the 
safety of persons and property. An increase 
of 100 men, with the complement of officers, 
is nct sufficient, but it would be a long step 
in the right direction. 

“The Comptroller has been frequently 
quoted as saying that there is no money 
with which such an increase of force could 
be paid. But in my judgment there is no 
expenditure of municipal money more ad- 
vantageous to the people, more economical 
in fact, than what is expended for an ade- 
quate police force. 

“You must bear in mind that this ex- 
penditure is not all on the debit side of 
the account, A vast deal of munic:pal 
money is expended on the courts, jails, hos- 
pitals, dispensaries, etc. A considerable 
part of this expense is due to an inadequate 
police system. It is my opinion that at 
least one-half of the cost of increasing the 
police force of St. Louis by 100 men woud 
be saved to the city in other directions 
I have indicated. It is for this reason 
that { am. heartily in favor of—in fact am 
tmpresséd w.th the absolute necessity of— 
an increase of the police force. 

‘But I am not in favor of a reduction of 
the pay of the police. On the contrary, I 
am heartily opposed to it. I have my 
opinion as to the meaning and purpose of 
the proposed salary reduction Dill, but It is 
not my purpose to discuss that now. I.do 
not care to arouse any needless antuyo- 
nisms nor to force issues unless they are 
forced upon the Police Board. But 1 wish 
to say now emphatically that a reduction 
of the pay of patrolmen from $83 to $6) per 
month means ¢hewtter demoralization and 
disorganizaticn of the police force of St. 
Louls. The best men on the force would 
not accept such a reduction and conse- 
quently the Police Department would lose 
their services. The least erficient men on 
the force would remain under the new con- 
ditions, and the new appointees would 
necessarily be men of like kind. The result 
would be the degradation of the quality and 
morale of the police force to the ‘evel of 
the least efficient men now on it. I do not 
believe the people of St. Louis desire this. 

“Besides, in my judgment, such a reduc- 
tion of pay would be substantially a gross 
breach of contract. The implied contract 
with the men who have devoted the best 
years of their lives to police work in St. 
Louis is that, after serving their proba-

Excise Commissionet Higgins will prose- 
cute druggists and confectioners who dis- 
pense alcoholic preparations at their soda 
fountains. 

A quiet investigation has been going on 
for some time and the Commissioner will 
act in every instance where the law is 
violated, 

Commissioner Higgins’ attention was di- 


rected to the fountains by the ladies of the, 


Ww. c. T. U. They complained that many 
of the drinks were of an alcoholic nature 
and should only be sold under a dramshop 
license. 

The true character of these concoctions 
are hidden under the names of ‘nerve 
tonic,’’ “‘soda fizz,’’ ‘“‘velvets,”” and a wide 
varicty of other meaningless titles. 

It is claimed these new-fangled drinks 
contain more or less alcohol. In most cases 
the quantity is so slight as to be almost 
imperceptible. Other drinks are stronger 
and the stimulant is easily recognized. 

Sherry flip, milk punch and numerous 
preparations containing claret are as freely 
sold at the fountains as they are over the 
bars. The strength and quality of these 
are being tested by the Commissioner. 

The Commissioner also has a sharp eye 
for druggists who sell whisky without a 
prescription. 

**I know this is being done,” he said, “and 
I am determined that it shall be stopped, 
or those druggists take out a license. 

‘The reason there has not been more done 
to prevent this practice is that it is diffi- 
cult to secure a conviction. I must get the 
direct testimony of the purchaser that he 
obtained the liquor with the druggist’s 
knowledge that it was not for medical 
purposes, and then I must have a portion of 
the whisky itself.”

WOMEN MURDERED. 


A Crude Imitator of “Jack the Ripper’’ 
Has Been Terroriziag , To- 
kio, Japan. t”™ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 17.—Advices from 
Japan say that a crude imitator of “Jack 
the Ripper’’ has slain several young women 
recently in Tokio. The murders, which were 
four in number, ail occurred in the first part 
of May, and so great was the excitement 
in Tokio that what might be called a wave 
of suicidal hysteria set In, and several young 
women killed themselves out of sheer fear 
of the murderer. Unlike the victims of 
the original ‘Jack the Ripper,’’ the women 
slain by the Japanese murderer were in 
every case of good character, and all of 
them belonged to the better class. The 
murderer has not been caught. 


The first three of his victims were killed | 


in the first week of May in the Kanda Dis- 
trict, which is the most populous ward of 
Tokio. The body of a young woman was 
found under a bridge, disemboweled and the 
arms cut off. The second murder terrified 
the women of the city, and the entire ef- 
forts of the police were directed toward cap- 
turing the murderer, but no clew to the 
fdentity of the butcher was found. The 
force patrolling the Kanda district was 
doubled, but in spite of the vigilance of the 
police, another murder occurred within the 
week. On the shelving banks of the canal 
the body of another young girl with the 
arms missing was found, and so great was 
the panic that many women left the city. 
Then the police force about the bridge and 
in the streets adjacent to Surugadia was 
quadrupled, and the officers patrolled the 
district in such great numbers that the 
murderer must have been frightened. 

lor more than a week no more new cases 
were reported, and the ‘police were begin- 
ning to breathe easily again, when, on the 
13th, the mutilated body of a handsome, 
well-dressed young woman was found hang- 
ing to a tree. The medical examination 
revealed the fact that she had been mur. 
dered before she was hanged. Her arms 
were missing, but in other respects the 
mutilation was not the same as in the first 
three cases. 

The discovery of the body of the last 
victim produced a great panic among the 
women of Tokio, which was followed by 
a wave of suicidal hysteria far-reaching 
in its consequences. Then the police is- 
sued an order that no young woman was to 
be allowed on the streets of Tokio after 
dark unless she was accompanied by a 
male escort, and the press censor refused 
to allow any of the details of the mur. 
ders to appear in the Tokio newspapers. 
Only the vaguest references to the horrible 
crimes appeared, because the Government 
officials have an idea that if the true story

HAWAIIAN TREATY 


— 


PROVISIONS FOR ANNEXATION OF 
THE ISLANDS. 


ALL TREATIES ABROGATED. 


The United States Will Make 
New Agreements With Foreign 
Countries Interested. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 17.—The fol- 
lowing is the full text of the Hawalian 
treaty sentto the Senate: 

The United States of America and the Re. 
public of Hawall, in view of the natural 
dependence of the Hawalilan islands upgn 
the United States, of their geographical 
proxtmity thereto, of the preponderant share 
acquired by the United States and its citi 
zens in the Industries and trade of said tsl- 
ands and of the expressed desire of the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Hawali that 
those islands shoyld be incorporated into 
the United States as an integral part there- 
of and under its sovereignty, have deter- 
mined to accomplish by treaty an object 
so important to their mutual and perma- 
nent welfare. To tHis end the high con- 
tracting parties have conferred full power 
and authority upon their respectively ap- 
pointed plenipotentiaries, to-wit: The 
President of the United States—John Sher- 
man, Secretary of State of the United 
States. The President of the Republic of 
Hawall—Francis Marsh Hatch, Lorrin A. 
Thurston and William A. McKinley. 

Art. l. The Republic of Hawall here. 
by cedes absolutely and without reserve to 
the United States of America all rights of 
sovereignty of whatsoever kind In and over 
the Hawaiian Islands and their dependen- 
cies, and it is agreed that all the territory 
of and appertaining to the Republic of Ha- 
wali is hereby annexed to the United States 
of America under the name of the Territory 
of Hawall. 


Art. 2. The Republic of Hawali also 
cedes. and hereby transfers to the United 
States the absolute fee and ownership of 
all public, Government or Crown ilanda, 
public buildings or edifices, ports, harbors, 
military equipments and all other public 
property of every kind and descript'om be- 
longing to the Government of the Hawalian 
Islands, together with every right and ap- 
purtenance thereunto appertaining. The 
exieting laws of the United States relative 
to public lands shall not apply to such 
lands in the Hawaiian Islands; but the 
Congress of the United States shall enact 
special laws for thelr management and 
disposition; provided, that all revenue from 
or proceeds of the same, except as regards 
such part thereof as may be used or oc- 
cupied for the civil, milltary or naval pur- 
poses of the United States or may be as- 
signed for the use of the local government, 
shall be used solely for the benefit of the 
inhabitants of the Hawaiian Islands for 
educational and other public purposes, 


Art. 3. Until Congress shall provide for 
the government of such islands, all the civil, 
judicia] and military powers exercised by 
the officers of the existing government in 
said islands shall be vested in such person 
or persons and shall be exercised in such 
manner as the President of the United 
States shall direct, and the President shall 
have power to remove sald officers and fill 
the vacancies so occasioned. The ex!st- 
ing treaties of the Hawalian Islands with 
foreign nations shall forthwith cease and 
determine, being replaced by such treatics 
as may exist, or as may be hereafter cOn- 
cluded between the United States and such 
foreign nations. The municipal legislation 
of the Hawalian Islands, not enacted fof 
the fulfillment of the treaties s0 ex- 
tinguished, and not inconsistent with this 
treaty nor contrary to the Constitution of 
the United States, nor to any existing treaty 
of the United States, shall remain in force 
until the Congress of the United States shall 
otherwise determine. Until legislation shail 
be enacted extending the United States cus- 
toms laws and regulations to the Hawallan 
Islands, the existing customs relations of 
the Hawaiian Islands with the United 
States and other countries shall remain un- 


changed. . 

Art. 4. The public debt of the Republic of 
Hawali, lawfully existing at the date of the 
exchange of the ratifications of this treaty, 
including the amounts due to depositors in 
the Hawaiian Postal Savings Bank, is here- 
by assumed by the Government of the 
United States; but the ability of the 
United States in this regard shall in no case 
exceed $1,000,00. So long, however, as the 
existing government and.the present com- 
mercial relations of the Hawaiian Islands 
are continued, as hereinbefore provided, 
said Government shali continue to pay the 
interest on said debt. 

Art. 5% There shall be no further immi- 
gration of Chinese into the Hawaiian 
Islands except such as now or may after- 
wards be allowed by the jaws of the United 
States, and no Chinese by reason of any- 
thing herein contained shall be allowed to 
enter the United States from the Hawaliaa 
Islands. 

Art. 6 The President shall appoint five 
commissioners, at least two of whom shall 
be residents of the Hawalian Islands, whe 
ehall, as soon as practicable, rec- 
ommend to Congress such legislation con. 
cerning the Territory of Hawali as 
shall deem necessary or proper. 

Art. 7. This treaty shall be

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Sent With the’ Annexation Treaty to 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 17.—The fol- 
lowing is the full text of the message sent 
to the Senate yesterday by President Mc- 
Kinley to accompany the Hawalian treaty: 
To the Senate of the United States: 

I transmit herewith to the Senate, in or- 
Ger that, after due consideration, the con- 
stitutional function of advice and consent 
may be exercised by- that body, a 
treaty for the annexation of 
the Republic of Hawali to the United 
States, signed in this capital by the pleni- 
potentiaries of the parties on the 16th of 
June inst. For the better understanding of 
the subject, I transmit in addition a re- 
port of the Secretary of State, briefly re- 
viewing the negotiations which have} 
led to this important result. The 
incorporation of the Hawaiian Islands into 
the body politic: of the United States is 
the necessary and fitting sequel to the 
chain of events which from a very early 
period of our history has controlled the in- 
tercourse and prescribed the association of 
the United States and the Hawalian Islands. 
The predominance of American interests 
in that neighboring territory was first as- 
serted in 1820 by sending to the island a 
representative agent of the United States. 
It found further expression by the signature 
of a treaty of friendship, commerce and 
navigation with the King in 1826—the first 
international compact negotiated by Hawaii. 
It was signally announced in 1843, when 
the intervention of the United States caused 
the British Government to disavow the 


Seizure of the Sandwich Islands by a Bric- 


ish naval commander, and‘ to recognize 
them by treaty, as an independent State, 
renouncing forever any purpose of annex- 
ing the isiands, or exerting a protectorate 
over them. ” 

In 1851 the cessation of the Hawaiian King- 
dom to the United States was formally of- 
fered, and although not then accepted, this 
Government proclaimed its duty to pre- 
serve alike the honor and dignity of the 
United States and the safety of the Gov- 
ernment of the Hawalian Islands. From 
this time until the outbreak 
the war in 1861, the 
policy of the United States toward Hawail 
and of the Hawalian sovereign toward the 
United States was exemplified by contin- 
ved negotiations for annexation or for a 
reserved commercial union. The latter a)- 
ternative was at length accomplished 
by the reciprocity trea.y of 1875, the 
provisions of which were renewed and ex- 
panded by the convention of 1884, em- 
bracing the perpetual cession to the Un'tea 
States of the harbor of Pearl River in the 
Island of Oahu. 

In 1888 a proposal for the joint guaranty 
of the neutrality of the Hawalian Islands 
by the United States, Germany and Great 
Britain was declined on the announced 
Srounds that the relation of the United 
States to the Islands was sufficient for the 
end in view. In brief, from 1820 to 1898. the 
course of the United States toward the 
Hawaiian Islands has consistently favored 
their autonomous welfare with the exclu- 
Sion of all foreign influences save our own 
to the extent of upholding their annexation 
@s A necessary outcome of that policy, 

Not only is the union of the Hawalian ter- 
ritory to the United States no new scheme, 
but it is the inevitable consequence of the 
relation steadfastly maintained with that 
mid-Pacific domain for three-quarters of a 
century. Its accomplishment despite succes- 
sive denials and postponements has been 
merely a question of time. While its faif- 
ure in 1393 may not be a cause of congratu- 
lation, it is certainly a proof of the disin- 
terestedness of the United States, the de- 
lay of four years having abundantly suf- 
ficed to establish the right and ability of 
the Republic of Hawali to enter asa sov- 
ereign contractant upon a conventional 
union with the United States, thus realiz- 
ing a purpose held by the Hawaiian people, 
and prociaimed by successive Hawailan 
Governments, through some seventy years 
ef their virtual dependence upon the ben- 
evolent protection of the United States. Un- 
der such circumstances annexation is not a 
change, it.is a consummation. 

The report of the Secretary of State ex- 
hibits the character and course of the re- 
cent negotiations and the features of the

Upon the ror, being 
made that it was possible, the California 
Senator said: 

“T desire to announce that I am prepared 
to stay here all summer to prevent the 
ratification, which I consider a very bad 
proposition.” 

“I'll join you,” said Senator Pettigrew of 
South Dakota. 


NO LICENSE TO PRACTICE. 


Another Case Referred to the Board of 
Health. 


One of the most flagrant instances of a 
physician practicing without registration, 
as required by law, was developed in the 
Coroner’s office Thursday morning, in the 
investigation into the death of Melinda War- 
ren, the negress, aged 42 years, who died 
Thursday at the home of her sister, 806 
North Thirteenth street. 

The Warren woman was sick four weeks 
with heart trouble. She was attended by 
Dr. Schraeder, corner of Fourteenth and, 
Morgan streets, and a Dr. H. Charles Lloyd, 
with offices in the De Menil building, corner 
Pine and Seventh streets. Lloyd’s name ap- 
pears in the directory as ‘‘physician, chief 
surgeon and medical director International 
Benevolent Association.’ 

The object of the corporation is to issue 
policies for small insurance to the poorer 
classes, who pay their premiums in weekly 
installments. 

The association also contracts to furnish 
medical attendance in case of illness of the 
insured. It has a great popularity among 
the colored and poor white residents of the 
city. Lloyd attends a number of the cas:s 
and gives them medicines and prescriptions, 
the same as a regular physician. 

His name appeared on the notice of the 
Warren woman’s death as one of the at- 
tending physicians. Deputy Coroner H. 
Lloyd, who has frequently heard of the 
other man on account of the similarity in 
names, asked the Board of Health if Lloyd 
was registered according to law. Investi- 
gation proved that he was not, and there- 
fore had no right to practice. 

The Board of Health will be asked to 
thoroughly investigate the circumstances 
and take vigorous action against Lloyd. 

The verdict rendered was that death was 
caused by valvular disease of the heart. 


HE SHOT A SMALL BOY. 


Grand-J ury at Work on the Case of Dr, 
Metcalfe. 


The Grand-jury was occupied most of 
Thursday morning in trying -to find an in- 
dictment against Dr. Metcalfe, who two 
weeks ago shot at some boys who were 
plucking flowers itn his yard on North 
Ninth street, and hit little Willie Smith in 
the shoulder, endangering h’‘é life. 

A warrant was issued 6oon after the 
shooting, charging Dr. Metcalfe with as- 
Sault with jntent to kill, and at the prelim- 
‘nary hearing before Judge Murphy the 
doctor was held to the Grand-jury under 
$800 bord. 

Thursday, Mrs. Smith, mother of the 
wounded boy, Dr. Badger, who aitended 
him, and the other witnesses for the State, 
were before the Grand-jury and gave their 
testimony, the same they gave before 
Judge Murphy. 

An effort was made to ascertain if the 
Grand-jury had found an indictment aga nst 
Dr. Metcalfe, but on that point all officials 
were non-committal. 

If an indictment has been found against 
Dr. Metcalfe he will be bought in on a 
bench warrant.

The sunstroke apparatus at the City Dis- 
pensary was put in action for the first time 
this season Thursday forenoon.

HAWAIIAN TREATY: 
A SUGAR SCHEME. 


IT TRAVELS UP AND DOWN WITH 
THE SCHEDULE. 


SENATOR LINDSAY’S 


VIEWS. 


He Reviews the History of the Move- 
ment and Seems to Prove 
His Statement. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 17.—‘‘The 


whole question of the Hawaiian annexation 
movement has risen and fallen simulta- 
neously with the question of the sugar 
schedule.” 

In these words Senator Lindsay of Ken- 
tucky ‘struck the keynote of the Hawalilan 
situation, as he and many other close ob- 
servers look at it, 

It is on this line that the battle against 
annexation will be waged by many of the 
Senators, who are fighting the Sugar Trust. 
The stand which these men have taken 
means that they do not propose to allow the 
country to be misled into favoring what 


they believe to be a cleverly devised scheme 
to get the sugar scandal out of sight and 
out of mind. 

“Sending the treaty to the Senate at this 
time,’’ said Lindsay, ‘‘will not only delay 
the tariff bill, but produce much acrimo- 
nious debate. If the treaty Is not to be dis- 
cussed at this time the charge will be made 
that it was got up for the purpose of af- 
fecting the sugar schedule so far as 
Hawalian sugar is concerned. 

“T understand that it is the intention of 
the Republican leaders to allow th® treaty 
to go over until the next session. If this 
is done the whole question will be’ dragged 
into the open Senate this. session and 
charges will be made that will embarras 
the tariff bill and the entire annexation 
question. On the other hand, if the treaty 
is taken up. at once it means a long and 
tedious debate in executive session.” 

To show the close connection between the 
treaty and the sugar schedule, Senator 
Lindsay said: 

“Before the McKinley bill was framed 
there was a tax of 2 cents a pound on sugar 
which benefited the Hawailan product for 
the reason that Hawalian sugar was ad- 
mitted free. As long as the sugaf interests 
got the benefit of this tax without paying 
any of it there was nothing sald about an- 
nexation., 

“When the McKinley bill was passed anda 
bounty was put upon our own augars, which 
put the Hawalian article at a great dis- 
advantage, the sugar interests got up a 
revolution and asked for immediate an- 
nexation. 

‘This treaty was afterwards withdrawn 
by Mr. Cleveland. Later, when the Wilson 
bill was passed and a duty of something 
like 40 per cent was put on all foreign 
sugars, with the exception of Hawalian 
sugar, there was nothing more said about 
annexation. 

‘‘Now that a higher duty is to be put on 
foreign sugars and the Senate Committee 
has recommended the abrogation of the 
treaty whereby Hawaiian sugar now enters 
free, we have another, dash for annexation. 
These facts may be only coincidences, but 
they will form a basis for a very vicious 
debate if the treaty is to be discussed at 
this time. 

“T do not say that I will vote against the 
treaty, nor do I know just what will be the 
attitude of the Democrats in general, but it 
is unfortunate to protrude the annexation 
problem into the Senate at thig juncture of 
the tariff discussion.”’ 

Senator White also bitterly opposes the 

treaty and holds that the Dole Government 
are in a sense usurpers. He think. annexa- 
tion would jeopardize the standing of labor, 
lessen Wages and work great injury in many 
ways. 
The attitude of the Democrats is inter- 
esting just now. Senator Morgan favors the 
treaty and quotes Democratic history in the 
Loulsiana purchase and the acquisition of 
Mexican territory. 

White of California, Vest and Cuckrell of 
Missouri, Mills of Texas, McEnery and Caf- 


-fery of Louisiana, it is assumed,: will more 


or less actively oppose ratification. Eight 
of the eleven members of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee are committed to ratifi- 
cation and will use every effort to secure 
it. Senator Kyle, one of the most gealous 
of the annexationists, has made a canvass 
and says that he can find fifty-five votes 
in the Senate certain for annexation, leav- 
ing but five to be had to insure ratification 
of the treaty. 

One alleged poll of the Senate shows that 
on the Hawalian treaty thirty-nine Senators 
are for annexation, 
committal but nominally in favor of an- 
nexation, fifteen against annexation neuen!

000 OVERDRAFT. 


MULLANPHY BANK _ CASE. 


Lawyer Smith Says He Will Ventilate 
Everything Leading to the 
Wreck of the Institution. 


Depositions in connection with the wreck- 
ing of the Mullanphy Bank, which com- 
menced Wednesday, were resumed Thurs- 
day before Special Commissioner Dillon. As 
told in a previous issue of the Post-Dispatch 
the case in point Is a suit of ex-Gov. Stone, 
receiver of the defunct bank, against 
Schwartz Bro., commission merchants, and 
J. W. Kassing, for the collection of a $4,000 
promissory note. 

Attorney W. F. Smith, who represents 
Kassing, the indorser on the Schwartz note, 
says he can not tell at this time how much 
longer the taking of depositions will con- 
tinue. “‘We propose to go to the bottom of 
the case,’’ said the attorney, “‘and we may 


find it necessary to examine numerous wit- 
nesses. Cashier Kammerer will likely be 
questioned before we quit.” 

It {s the purpose of Kassing’s attorney to 
show that no consideration or value re- 
ceived was rendered for the note on which 
Kassing became surety. On this ground he 
takes the pasition that he can not legally 
be held as surety. 

Preliminary to establishing his point, Kas- 
sing’s attorney is giv.ing the entire Mul- 


The note in question was made in favor 
of the Mull hy Bank. It was given by 
Schwartz Bros., one of whom was a director 
in the bank. It is claimed by Kassing’s at- 
torney that the making of the note on the 
part of Schwartz Bros. was due to an agree- 
ment between the directors that each one 
chould contribute a certain sum !n order to 
cover and render solvent the capital stock 
of the bank which had been impaired by 
overdrafts allowed by Cashler Louis 
Kammerer. 

In lieu of cash, Director Schwartz gave a 
note and Kassing was induced to indorse 
it, not knowing at that time of the bank’s 
crippled condition. All of this occurred sev- 
eral months before the failure of the bank. 

Richard Hospes, cashier of the German 
Savings Institution, was the first witness 
examined at the Thursday hearing. 

After’ the usual preliminaries, Attorney 
Smith delved into business as follows: 

“Mr, Hospes, the cashier of the Mullanphy 
Bank, permitted T. 8. Teuscher, a liquor 
dealer, to make an overdraft of $150,000. It 
has been reported that you advised the 
Mullanphy cashier to accommodate Mr. 
Teuscher and that you would see the debt 

aid. Is it true that you encouraged Cash- 
er Kammerer to take such action?’ 

‘No, sir, it is not true,’’ the witness re- 
plied in a somewhat excited manner. 

Numerous other questions along this line 

Were asked, but the witness remained firm 
in declaring that he had nothing to do with 
inducing Cashier Kammerer to make the 
overdraft. 
» Teuscher was a heavy borrower at the 
German Savings Institution, but Cashier 
Hospes could not say whether Teuscher 
used any of the money he secured by over- 
Graft at the Mullanphy Bank in squaring 
his account at the German institution. 

In several instances Cashier Hospes 

roved to be an unwilling witness, declaring 
that he should not be required to divulge 
the private affairs of his bank. 

The ——s incident of the day hap- 
ened shortly before 12 o'clock, just as 

ashier Hospes was being excused. At- 
torney Smith informed the Commissioner 
hat a subpoena had been issued for T. S. 

euscher. “He was cited to appear here 
at ll o'clock. Et is now neyene that hour 
he has not arrived. want an at- 

chment for him.”’ 

Deputy Sheriff George W. Autor wae 
summoned and instructed to find Teuscher. 
In a few minutes the witness and deputy 
appeared before Commiss oner Dillon. 

On a,plea that he had not had sufficient 
notice Teuscher was excused. He was told 
- appear Friday at 1l.o’clock to tell what 
e knows about the action of Cashier Kam. 
aarer in permitting him (Teuscher) to over- 
draw his account to the extent of $150,000. 

After the Teuscher incident had passed 
Attorney Smith called J. H. Rottman, who 
Was president of the. Mullanphy Bank at 
the time of the failure. President Rottman 
was the first witness examined Wednesday. 
When re-called Thursday he was asked par- 
ticularly about the statement that Cashier 

ammerer had allowed the Teuscher over- 
draft on the advice of Cashier Hospes. The 
witness was not wel) informed on this point. 
He had never heard the name of Cashier 
Hospes used in connection with the over- 
draft, although he had understood that 
Teuscher wanted the money to make good 
his account at the German Savings Insti- 
tution. ; . 

President Rottman consumed a quarter 
of an hour in answering questions relative 
to a transaction in whisky in which Teusch- 
er and the Mullanphy Bank were princ!- 
pals. This deal was prior to the Teuscher 
overdraft.

ROBBERY PROBABLY INTENDED. 


Benton Street Grocer Mortally 
Wounded by One of Four Men 
Who Had Ordered Beer. 


The condition of Caspar H. Beimfohr, 
who was shot twice Wednesday night :in 
his store, corner of Benton and Nineteenth 
streets, is so serious that the physicians 
entertain no hope of his recovery. An ope- 
ration was performed by Dr. Evers of 1861 
North Market street, assisted by Dr. Cole- 
man, 8t. Louis avenue and Twentieth 
street, to get the bullet that penetrated 
Beimfohr’s left lung. 

Beimfohr was shot about 10 o'clock 
Wednesday night in the rear of Beimfohr’s 
store, which has been fitted up as a bar. 
He wae just closing up when four men 
entered the rear door and called for beer. 
Belmfohr’s 12-year-old son, Harry, waited 
on them while the father locked the front

The 12-year-old son of Belmfohr seized a 
revolver and gave chase to the men, who 
ran after firing two more shots to intim'date 
pursuers, The shots and excitement at- 
tracted the neighbors, who removed Beim.- 
fohr to his home, which adjoins the store, 
and summoned the police, 

The motive of the visit was undoubtedly 
robbery. Beimfohr was known to keep a 
large amount of cash in his store, and in 
addition he does a small banking businese 
for the accommodation of his neighbors: 
He was robbed of $600 about s!x years ago, 
by an easy method, largely due to his own 
careleseness. 

As an example of his lack of caution, 
when the store was opened Thursday morn- 
ing a bag containing nearly $200 was found 
under the counter, along with merchandise. 

George Hayden, who has charge of Beim- 
fohr‘s horses, heard two men talk!ng just 
outside the stable door Wednesday night 
a few moments before the tragedy. One of 
them said: 

“It will be easy. He is not so strong.” 

“IT don’t know; he’s a powerful strong 
man,”’ was his companion's rejoinder.

FOREST PARK ALL WORKED UP. 


Story About a Fund for Tornado Suf- 
ferers Discussed From Va- 
rious Standpoints. 


John Briscoe was, until last Monday, 
keeper of the Zoo in Forest Park. On that 
day Park Commissioner Ridgely and Su- 
perintendent of Parks Pape discharged 
him because, it is said, Mr. Briscoe paid 
more attention to circulating stories con- 
cerning park officials and to dissem'‘nating 
idle and baseless gossip, than to feeding the 
deer or currying the elk and buffalo.

I liked him, too, 80 
when the vicious elk about a year and a 
half ago killed the Zoo keeper I used my 
influence with the Commissioner to have 
Briscoe appointed.

And men old enough to have engaged 
in businessin this country when there was

BEET SUGAR BOOM. 

The McKinley Administration has done 
all it could, by distributing seed and in. 
formation on the sugar beet, to induce the 
farmers to embark in sugar beet culture, 
on the supposition that beet sugar fac. 
tories are such a good thing that manu- 
facturers will soon build them all over 
the country. No doubt a great many 
farmers have taken this advice, and pos- 
sibly several persons with more money 
than foresight are contemplating the 
erection of beet sugar plants in States 
where the beets must be purchased at a 
price based on the cost of white labor. 

The recent report of State Labor Com. 
missioner Fitzgerald, of California, ought 
to open the eyes of American farmers and 
farm laborets who think they see a for. 
tune in sugar beets to the true situation. 
He says that 98 per cent of the labor en. 
gaged in sugar beet raising in California 
is Chinese and Japanese labor, and that 
the Japanese will monopolize the labor 
used in the beet raising indtstry of Cali- 
fornia in another year. 

The majority of American farmers, es- 
pecially in Kansas and Nebtaska, which 
States are supposed to be especially 
adapted for beet raising, are to « large 
extent their own employers—they use 


for the factories such farmers would be 
competing with the cheap Japanese 
and Chinese labor of California. Such 
beet Sugar factories also as may be 
erected’on the strength of this boom will 
either have to pay for the beets on the 
basis of the cheap Japanese labor of be 
undersold by the California concerns 
having the benefit of such labor. In either 
case the Américan farmer will find him- 
self the victim of a bunko game if he 
engages in beet-raising for the factories.

entire case. Hawali is no poorer now than 
| when they bought these bonds at less 
| than half their face value. If, now, they 
admit that Hawaii was insolvent when 
| they bought her securities, they will ad- 
| mit having contemplated the use of the 
'eredit of this Government to make them 
large gainers where otherwise they would 
be losers. They will admit, too, that they 
are proposing to pension upon this coun- 
try an insolvent community not good for 
the obligations it contracts, and liable 
at any time to fall into repudiation. 

The Hawaiian Treaty is nothing but an- 
other bond deal for private enrichment 
at public expense.

Then he puts 15,000 people who own $500,000 
each, making $7,500,000,000. 

Thus these 24,600 people owned $31,300,- 
000,000, or more, at that time, than one-half 
of the national wealth of the United States. 

Startling as are these figures, the work of | 
creating and multiplying -millionaires still 
goes on, and to-day the people are con- 
fronted with a bill proposing to levy $100 
taxes and $200 taxes and §300 taxes on a 
hundred dollars’ worth of the necessaries 
of life—not to raise revenue and pay the 
debts of the Government, but to raise reve- 
hue for the private pockets of a favored 
class, and to an amount estimated at nearly 
$2,300,000,000 a year. 

Now, Mr, President, what is all this for— 
the building up of great fortunes, this enor- 
mous fund creating and multiplying mil-|. 
lionaires? Have we not been witnessing for 
the last few years a thing that must be 
humiliating to every lover of the institu- 
tions of this country? Have we not seen 
the daughters of the millionaires, endowed 
with money wrung by legislation from the 
pockets of the forgotten taxpayers of this 
country, shipped to Europe like fatted 
heifers and peddled for titles? What a. 
spectacle to see American women exported 
and sold like so many carcasses of mutton 
or fresh beef for titles forbidden by the 
Constitution of their country to be wor 
within its jurisdiction—titles to be at deadly 
énmity with its institutions, And yet we 
are constantly beholding it. , 

Of what moment was it that the Fathers 
of the Republic, bearing the wounds and 
the bloodstains of the Revolution, fought 
t secure, their Iibefty and the liberty of |! 
their posterity? Of what use was it for 
them to declare that titles of nobility should 
not be conferred. in this country? Et was 
natural that they should do so. It was the 
democracy of a free government that they 
were creating—a free, popular government, 
whose whole power came from the gov- 
erned, It Was a government of the gov- 
erned, a self-government, a free govern- 
ment; and there was no place in our sys- 
tem for titles and titled classes. And yet 
we see as soon as these people get this 
inordinate wealth their daughters are 
shipped over to Europe and put on the 
market, hawked and peddled and sold with 
American money to become princesses and 
duchesses and countesses and marchion- 
esses, and we are here levying upon the 
pockets of the poor laboring people $200 and 
$90 and $400 to enable this girl to make the 
trip and to buy a title. 

If we are in favor of equal taxation and 
of equal and just laws, why should we not 
require the protected industries of the 
country, into whose pocket we pour this 
enormous bounty, to contribute money 
enough at least to support the Government 
that does it? Five per cent on $9, 300,000,000 
would support the Government and give 
you nearly $600,000,000. While we are creat- 
ing this enormous fund, nearly two billion 
and three hundred millions dollars, of pure 
bounty every year to build up these enor- 
mous fortunes, can we not ask these gen- 
tlemen kindly and condescendinhgly to sub- 
mit to a taxation of just 6 per cent instead 
of 100 or 150 per éent?

City Counselor Marshall, the great con- 
structionist, bobs up serenely with a double 
explanation. He Insists first that there is 
no transfer of powers and duties, as the 
Commissioner still has supervision over all 
the branches of work. econdly, he con- 
strues Section $2 of Article 8 to contempiate 
only a transfer to another elective or ap- 
pointive officer. 

The provision would apply, he says, if the 
powers and duties of the Street Commis- 
sioner were transferred to, for instance, the 
Water Commissioner, but not when the 
transfer is made to a subordinate. 

Taking him at his word the ordinance Is 
still illegal. Included in the powers and 
duties of the Street Commissioner has been 
the appointment of his subordinates. This 

ower is in part transferred to the Mayor 
by the Wittenberg bill. The transfer is not 
specifically made by the language ef the 
bill Therefore, according to Mr. Marshall's 
prior ruling, the ordinance is void. 

Mr. Marshall, who is never shy on an ex- 

lanation, has an ingenious one for this. 
Fe says because the offices—the power to 
fill which is transferred—are created by or- 


| dinance, this power may be transferred by 


the Assembly without regard to section 32. 

He claims the ordinance is authorized by 
section 45 of article 4, which gives the As- 
sembly the power “to create any other office 
which it mey deem necessary, and to pro- 
vide for the manner of filling the same.” 

This shows the authority for the creation 
of the new offices, but does not touch the 
question of the transfer of powers of ap- 
pointment from the Street Commissioner to 
the Mayor.

TO THE SALVATION ARMY 


Mr. J ames Stewart Intrusts the Rescue 
Home on Marine Avenue. 


Although abandoned by the Hephzibah 
Home Society, the hous. on Marine avenue 
will be maintained as a home for women 
who have gone astray and who desire to re- 
form, Finding that the Hephzibah Home 
Society was unable to raise the money nec- 
essary to pay the final installments of the 
purchase money, Mr. James Stewart, the 
original projector of the scheme, has sent 
his son on to New York to confor with 
Booth-Tucker upon the plan of turning the 
home over to the Salvation Army, so tnat 
the work can be carried on as was originally 
intended. 

Mr. Stewart has paid a cons'derable sum 
of money already toward buying the home 
and clearing the title to it. He is the prac- 
tical owner of it now, but has turned it over 
to the Salvation Army upon easy conditions 
which, If they fail to carry out, will cause 
the property to revert to Mr. Stewart or 
his heirs. 

In telling how he acquired the property Mr. 
Stewart said that he had first paid $1,000 for 
an option on the place and later paid the 
first installment of $3,000. Wh-n the time 
for the next payment was due the Hephzi- 
bah Hom» Society had no funds, so he again 
paid $3,000 which, with expenses and inter- 
est, brought the total up to $7,000. Sine 
then he has paid sums which brings the 
total up to $14,982. He was first interested 
in rescue work by seeing the work of two 
of the women who were sent to his house 
to do scrubbing and cleaning. He visited 
the home which was then on Twenty-eighth 
and Thomas streets and was so impressed 
that he decid-d to help the work along. 
From that time on he took an active inter- 
est in the rescue work and has by the liberal 
expenditure of money <stablished a perma- 
nent institution. There are now two rescue 
homes beside the Hephzibah Door of Hope.

PITIFUL STORY OF THREE AGED 
PEOPLE. 


WEAK-MINDED FROM WANT. 


Still John Conroy and His Wife and 
Her Sister Will Not Discuss 
Their Poverty. 


For a man who has suffered physically 
and passed through more than his share of 
trouble, old John Conroy keeps up a braver 
heart and displays more pride than one 
could find in a seven-days search. 

His aged wife Mary is in a city hospital 
observation ward with her cousin, Mrs, 
Bridget Skeley. They are regarded as in- 
sane, and within a day or two they will 
be sent to the asylum or to the Poor-house. 
Conroy himself is a patient in the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital, feeble and _ diseased. 
Their home at 3033 La Salle street is closed. 


A kind-hearted neighbor is watching out 
for it until Conroy makes some disposition 
of it. 

John Conroy, his wife and their cousin 
have l'ved in the little La Salle street house 
for years. John’s trade is that of a tanner, 
but his advancing age stopped him from 
active work more than two years ago. Con- 
roy is 6&4 years old; his wife is the- same 
age and Mrs. Skeley is 70 years old, All are 
natives of Ireland. 

About six months ago all the money that 
Conroy had saved from his wages was spent 
and =< Ares then the unfortunate family has 
managed to- exist in a way they oy know 
and they are too proud to tell. It is broadly 
hinted by the neighbors, with that mod- 
esty characteristic of everybody’s neigh- 
bors, that the Conroys lived on the charity 
of neighbors, but of course they wouldn't 
say so for the world. 

It was noticed that the actions of Mrs, 
Conroy and her cousin grew more ayd more 
peculiar as the months of adversity went 
by. By and by it was rumored that they 
were both mighty queer, not to say out- 
right crazy. The way the two feebie old 
women talked to the neighbors who called 
on them and to themselves when the neigh- 
bors at last decided to stay away alto- 
gether, was the topic of that immediate 
vice.nity for awhile. 

Dr. J. C. Pirtle of 2714 Chouteau avenue, 
who had several times attended the Con- 
roys, became interested in the case and he 
investigated it. He soon saw that the two 
unfortunate old women weré past the per‘od 
of second childhood. He reported the con- 
dition of the Conroy hous hold to Police 
Captain Young of the Third District, adding 
that the two women were likely to do them- 
selves or some oute.ders harm if left alone 
any longer. 

Capt. Young sent Policeman Gleck to the 
house and he induced Mrs. Conroy and Mrs. 
Skeley to go to the hospital. It required 
more persuasion to remove Conroy. He 
contended that he was doing nicely enough 
in his own home and he didn’t see what 
rght any doctor had to step in and inter- 
fere without being calied. 

On the grounds that the Alexian Brotn- 
ers’ Hospital was an institution of his own 
faith Conroy finally consented to be taken 
there. 

Conroy was enjoying himself by an open 
window in one of the hospital’s large airy 
halls Thursday morning when a representa- 
tive of the Post-Dispatch called upon him. 
Conroy is still a fine-looking old man, in 
spite of a complication of diseases and his 
years of hard luck. He drew himself up 
proucly when it was intimated that his was 
a sad case and deserving of pity. 

‘I’m all right,’’ he said, in a tone indi- 
cating that he didn’t need sympathy. ‘I'm 
not as strong and well as I used to be, it is 
true, but there is nothing about me and my 
affairs of special interest to anybody, and, 
frankly, I’d rather you’d go away. I am 
here for treatment and my wife has gone 
elsewhere to recuperate.’”’ 

Mrs. Conroy likewise objected to visitors. 
She is in a big room with half a dozen 
other women patients in the City Hospital. 
The dvors and windows are securely barred. 
A nurse called out to Mrs. Conroy to come 
to the door for a moment. 

“Thank you, nurse, replied the tall, white- 
haired old lady, ‘‘but I don’t think I shall 
come. The floors have just been scrubbed 
and 'tis a damp walk from here to the door. 
Besides, I'm very comfortable where I am.”’ 

Then Mrs. Conroy refused to budge. No 
amount of coaxing could induce her.to talk 
about berself, or in fact to talk on any 
topic. §$he turmed her back on the nurse 
and the visitor, and began to sing to herself 
as she rocked in her big chair. 

If the hospital doctors find the cases of 
Mrs. Conroy and Mrs. parity not violent 
they will be sent to the Poor-house instead 
ef tu the Asylum.

FR. KNBIPP DBAD, 


ishofen Which Has Made 
Him Famous. 


MUNICH, June 17.—The Rev. Father Se- 
bastian Knelpp, known throughout the 
world for his water cure, and who has 
been suffering for some time past, died at 
W oerishofen. 

Father Kneipp yae born in the Bavar'‘an 
village of Ottobeurn about 75 years ago. 


He was the son of a weaver. He was edu- 
cated at the Catholic Hospital in August- 
borg, where he attracted the attention of 
the Bishop of Augustborg, who obtained 
permiss'on to educa him for the priest- 
hood. When 16 yéafs old he was attacked 
with nervous prostration and returned to 
the hospital. There, in an old book, he 
read an article on the efficacy of cold wa- 
ter as a cure for diseace, and began ex- 
perimenting in his own case, eventually ef- 
fecting a cure, 

When % vears of age he entered the 
priesthood and was sent to the church of 
his native town, where he remained nine 
years and, in addition to attending to his 


priestly duties, practiced the water cure 
and met with considerable success. Some 
42 years ago he was transferred from Ot- 
tobeurn to Woerishofen near Munich, 
where he continued to heal the sick by 
cold water cures and attracted much at- 
tention. 

In 1889 he wrote a book, detailing his 
theory, and since that time his name and 
methods have become familiar throughout 
the world. By. permission of his Bishop, 
he gave up his duties as a ae and, 
with the assistance of three other priests, 
devoted all his time to healing the sick. 

No fixed charges were made, and the vol- 
untary contributions of those who had been 
benefited paid for the construction of a san- 
itarium at Woerishofen in 1890, capabie of 
accommodating about 60) children. In the 
following year a second and a third building 
were erected, large enough to accommo- 
date 1,200 priests and sisters for the church, 
In 1894 accommodation for 300 lepers and 
1,000 general patients was added. By this 
time the revenues of the sanitarium had so 
increased that they enriched the church 
and also greatly benefited Woerishofen. The 
town was provided with electr:c iights, a 
splendid system of water works and many 
other modern improvements. 

Father Kneitpp has treated many distin- 
guished patients, including the Emperor of 
Austria, the Archduke Joseph of Austria, 
the Archduke Augustine of Austria, several 
- sa of the Rothschild family and the 

ope.

AGAINST RENEWED 
PRESCRIPTIONS. 


MEDICAL SOCIETY WILL FOSTER 
A STATE LAW. 


IT WILL INCREASE BUSINESS. 


The Dangerous Practice of Having Pre- 
scriptions Refilled at Unsuitable ® 
Times Makes Action Necessary. 


A pruminent member of the St. Louis 
Medical Society has prepared a resolution 
pledging the organization to work for the 
passage of a law prohibiting or at least 
regulating the refilling of prescriptions. 

It said that many members of the so- 
ciety’ have promised to vote for the adop- 
tion of the resolution and it will probably 
be presented at the meeting Saturday night. 

Most conservative physicians have for a 
long time attempted to frown down the 
practice of refilling prescriptions but near'y 
all of tne druggists now refill a prescrip- 
tion as often as a customer desires. 

The doctors believe that a special order 
from a physician should accompany a re- 
quest to refill, This order, of course, in 
the:r opinion, should be in the nature of a 
second prescription. 

The almost universal custom of drug- 
gists at present fis to refill a préscription 
on presentation of the bottle or package 
in which the medicine was contained. Some 
druggists will refill if given the number of 
the prescription. 

While in some cases the practice is harm- 
less Ahe physicians who oppose it say that 
often it {s attended with evil results. Mem- 
bers of the society who know of the pending 
resolution seek refuge behind the code of 
ethics when questioned, but it was Jearned 
that tae resolution will embody the text of 
a proposed amendment to the State laws 
S0verning druggists. 

The fate of the resolution will be watched 
with interest even by physicians outside of 
the medical society.

7,000 UNLICENSED WHEELMEN 
RIDING THROUGH STREETS. 


ARRESTS CANNOT BE MADE. 


Commissioner Kalbfell Réalizes His 
Plans Are Futile and Will Ask 
for an Amendatory Ordinance.

There is real trouble ahead for bicycle rid- 
ers. License Commiss‘oner Kalbfell, after 
waiting patiently a couple of wéeks for the 
Wheeimen to pay their dollars, will do the 
nemesis act. The first of next week he 
will send out.a swarm of inspectors to 
round up the delinquents. 

Every wheel which does not bear Mr. 
Kalbfell’s little aluminum tag on the head 
post will be relentlessly pursued. If over- 
taken, which is somewhat doubtful, the 
mame and addrese of the rider will be se- 
cured. A police summons will then be is- 
sued and the rider who tried to save a 
dollar will not only have to fork it over, 
but pay a fine for his attempted economy 
and a lot of costs. 

That is to be the proceedure for the pres- 
ent. It is an unsatisfactory proceedure be- 
cause in order to escape the summons all 
the rider has to do is to give a fictitious 
name. There is no penalty for this, and 
the next time he is caught he can do the 
same thing. 

Through an oversight the ordinance does 
mot authorize the inspectors to make ar- 
seats or even call tpon a policeman to do 


This oversight will be corrected, An 
amendatory ordinance will be introduced 
in the Assembly giving the inspector the 
power to make arrests. After it passes, 
violators of the ordinance will be forced 
to push their unlicensed wheels to the 
police station like ie! other offender. 

Mr. Kalbfell still insists that- visiting 
wheelmen will have to pay the tax or gub- 
mit to arrest. His ruling has created ~con- 
eternation among thé members of clubs in 
the surrounding towns, who have_ been 
wont to make Sunday runs to St. Louis. 
gg talk of having retaliatory acts passed

DR, ST. GEORGE COURTENAY BH- 
GINS THE HARD EXPERIENCE. 


RESTORED’ TO CITIZENSHIP. 


He Says the Police Have Subjected 
Him to Unnecessary Indigni- 
ties Since His Return. 


Once clothed in prison garb, the tell-tale 
stripes are indelibly impressed upon the 
victim. A man who has served a peni- 
tentiary sentence may travel thousands 
of miles to seek a new location where he 
is not known, but the story of his mis- 
fortune is certain to overtaké him. Hé 
may even reform and practically demon- 
strate his intention to be a useful citizen; 
still the stripes aré visible. 

Edward St. George Courtenay of this city 
is an example of One who {s endeavoring to 
stamp out the penitentiary stains. He is 
a@ veterinary surgeon, and is well-known 
in South St. Louis as “Dr. Courtenay.” He 
was sent to the penitentiary about three 
years ago fof shootitig and injuritg Minnie 


Shilling of this city. A few weeks ago, 
Courtenay was get oned by the Governor. 
He was happy Tuesday afternoon becatise 
he had just received the official document 
restoring him to oitiselis hip No legal paper 
was ever prized moré highly. 

Courten called at the Post-Dispatch 
office and exhibited the precious parchment 
to a reporter. He realizes the enormity of 
his undertaking, yet he hopes to live down 
the disgrace brought down upon him by 
his penitentiary sentence. He also exhib- 
ited a letter from Rev, J. C. Givens of Jef- 
ferson City, who served as Sénate Chaplain 
during t last session of the Legislattire. 
Rev. Givéns is pastor of the First Meth- 
odist Church of Jefferson City and takes 
great interest in the welfare of wnhfor- 
tunate people. He became well acquainted 
with Courtenay, and from the tone o. his 
letter: it is evident that he regards him 
as being in many respects better than the 
average penitentiary convict. 

“It seenis that When a man once goes 
to the ge, genet Ol gaid pourtenay to thé 
reporter, ‘his crime {8s revived on the slight- 
est pretext.. I am gt trying to live at 
peace with the world and to regain a goo 
reputation, Yet, I see that when a brother 
of the girl with whom I had the trouble 
sustained a fatal injury the other day my 
name was brought into it, although they 
could say nothing more than that the ve 
tim of the accident was a brother of the 
irl whom I shot three or four years ago, 

really see no occasion for bringing my 
name into that story at all. It seéms to 
me to bé a far-fetched effort. 

‘Since the subject is up for discussion, 
am going to tell you that jealousy had 
nothing to do with the shooting of Minnie 
Shilling. All reports to that effect are 
wrong. My home was broken up and I 
was simply desperate. My wife had left 


mé and was in the humor to do some- 
thing wrong.”’

LIGHTNING STROKE. 


The Natural History Building of the 
University of Illinois Dam- 
aged $75,000. 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill, June 17.—At 1 o’elock 
this morning the Natural History building 
of the University of Illinots was struck by 
lightning, resulting in damage to the build- 
ing, furniture, apparatus and. library of 
probably $75,000. The building itself is dam- 
aged to the extent of $7,500, and the loss on 
the contents cafmot be accurately ascer- 
tained for several days. Everything in the 
bullding was watersoaked. The building was 
erected in 1861 at a cost of $82,000, and the 
value of the furniture and apparatus was 
$125, 000. 

The building is occupied by the depart- 
ments of botany, zoology, phystology, min- 
eralogy and geology. It also contained the 
office and equipments of the State Labor- 
atory of Natural History and of the State 
entomologist, and the office and library of 
the agricultural experimental station. The 
work of repairing the damage will be com- 
menced at once and all will be ready for 
the opening of the fall term at the univer- 
sity.

‘Without assuming the position of a pes- 
timist, which I am not, I must confess that 
there are many marriages contracted where 
ne'ther of the contracting parties realizes 
or appreciates the solemnity and gravity of 
the step they are taking.

moquired of challengers, or at least was 

not required at the last two elections 
in St. uls. Therefore, perhaps, they 

@re not legally bound to séecrecy, and 

could not be prosecuted under the law if 
_ithey should disclose the names of the 

candidates for whom electors voted. 
But they are certainly morally bound 
not to disclose such facts. If this were 
not true, then a challenger, instead of 
| omy an additional safeguard against 
frauds and wrongdoing, would prove 
simply a spy. 

It is the epinion of this Board that 
challengers should be required to take 
the same oath of secrecy as is required 
of judges and clerks, or employes in the 
Election Commissioners’ office and of 
every other election officer or person 
who has anything to do with the con- 
duct of elections. 

The Election Commissioners will un- 
Goubtedly under the law authorizing 
them to adopt certain rules and regula- 
tions for the proper conduct of elections, 
require challengers at the next election 
to subscribe to an oath of secrecy; and 
will instruct the election judges not to 

ermit any man.-to enter an election

ENLARGEMENT OF THE SPLEEN. 


Interesting Case Treated at the City 
Hospital. 


Henry Miller's spleen has afforded City 
Hospital physicians an interesting study. 
The medical fraternity has long been puz- 
zlied as to the duties of this rather mysteri- 
ous and independent organ, and it is com- 

aratively recently that its functions have 
sowtetinld thoroughly understood. 

The normal spleen of man is oval and Is 
about four inches long and three inches 
wide. It occupies a veritcal position in the 
middle of the left side, and is independent 
of all other organs. 

In Miller’s case the spleen is something 
enormous. It is eighteen inches long, 81x 
inches in diameter, and fills almost the en- 
tire left side. The heart, lungs and other 
organs are so cramped by the spleen’s ab- 
normal growth that they are hampered in 
their functions. 

Dr. Otto Sutter, the hospital superintend- 
ent, says the functions of the sp.een are 
important. It is this organ that manufac- 
tures the red blood corpuscles and while it 
is an independent organ, like the kidneys, 
detached from all others, ft is a hard mat- 
ter to treat it when once injured. There 
are cases on record.in the hospital where 
the spleen has been removed and the pa- 
tient lived, but they are rare. 

Miller is a laborer, 50 years old, and lives 
at 1725 Allen avenue. he enlargement of 
his spleen is due to malaria contracted .in 
the swamps of Arkansas. Dr. A. Ralph 
Reder treated him and gave him temporary 
relief but a permanent cure is impossible.
